private  universities  charge  three 
and  four  times  as  much  as  BYU. 

By  comparison  with  a state 
institution,  resident  University  of 
Utah  students  pay  $160  a quarter 
($480  a year),  and  out-of-state 
students  are  charged  an  additional 
$195  a quarter,  or  a total  of 
$1,065  a year. 

BYU  charges  no  out-of-state 
fees  but  uses  a differential  for 
members  and  nonmembers  since 
members  already  have  contributed 
to  the  support  of  the  University 
through  payment  of  tithing  to  the 
Church. 


The  camera  conked  out  45 
minutes  into  the  moonwalk  while 
Bean  was  transferring  it  from  a 
mount  on  the  side  of  the  lander 
Intrepid  to  a tripod  several  yards 
away.  Television  screens  on  earth 
suddenly  blanked  out— showing  a 
bright,  white  blob  at  the  top  and  a 
black  area  at  the  bottom. 

Viewers  did  see  color  pictures 
when  Conrad  and  then  Bean 
climbed  down  Intrepid’s  ladder 
and  stepped  onto  the  moon.  The 
camera  was  mounted  then  to  the 
door  of  a storage  compartment  on 
the  lander. 

Stanley  Lebar,  Westinghouse 
program  manager  for  the  camera, 
said  picture  quality  during  the 
brief  transmission  was  everything 
he  had  hoped  it  would  be. 

“Knew  Better” 

A spokesman  in  New  York  for 
Dr.  Peter  C.  Goldmark,  research 
director  for  CBS  laboratories  and 
inventor  of  the  color  system  used 
in  the  camera,  said  the  astronauts 
“were  specifically  warned  not  to 
point  the  camera  into  the  sun. 
The  spokesman,  Lee  Murray,  said 
the  astronauts  rehearsed  camera 
procedures  before  take  off, 
“probably  many  times.” 

The  astronauts  activated  a 
switch  increasing  camera 
sensitivity  and  opened  the  lens  to 
its  widest  aperture,  but  the 
picture  did  not  improve. 

Then  they  placed  the  camera  in 
the  shade  and  pointed  it  at  a dark 
area.  Engineers  hoped  the 
light-sensitive  material  in  the 
image  tube  would  regain  some 
sensitivity. 

Three  Strikes— Out 

This  had  no  affect  on  the 
picture,  and  Lebar  said  later  it  was 
doubtful  the  camera  would  work 
during  the  rest  of  the  lunar  stay. 

When  the  image  first  went  sour, 
Mission  Control  asked  Conrad  and 
Bean  to  check  camera  controls 
and  the  lens  setting.  They  did  and 
nothing  happened. 

Then  controllers  suggested  the 
rotating  color  wheel  that  produces 
the  color  pictures  might  be  stuck. 

“When  I hold  the  end  of  the 
camera,  I can  feel  the  wheel 
running,”  Bean  said.

discuss  connotations  of  the 
oft-used  term  “peculiar  people.” 
In  the  Old  Testament,  “peculiar 
people”  described  peoples  “visibly 
distinctive  and  quite  apart  from 
other  nations,”  according  to  the 
BYU  professor.  However,  New 
Testament  usage  of  the  term 
applied  to  a peculiarity  of  the 
soul,  in  which  a relationship  to 
the  world  was  “as  a light  on  the 
hill.” 

Old  Testament  Application 

He  continued,  the 
pre-occupations  of  some 
Latter-day  Saints  suggest  an  Old 
Testament,  rather  than  a New 
Testament  concept  of  a peculiar 
people  is  the  present  thesis.” 

Dr.  Poll  then  defined  his  catchy 
topic:  ‘‘the  Happy  Valley 
syndrome  is  that  collection  of 
traits  which  tends  to  make  some 
of  us  Mormons  merely  isolate.” 
Emphasizing  that  he  wasn’t 
aiming  his  remarks  at  any 
individual,  “living  or  dead”,  Dr. 
Poll  declared  that  many 
Latter-day  Saints  bear  the 
syndrome  symptoms  of 
“cloistering  together  against  the 
tribulations  of  the  world  outside, 
and  identifying  exaltation  with 
verbal  affirmations  and 
stereotyped  forms  of 
righteousness.” 

The  Honors  Professor  of  the 
Year  in  1969  then  enumerated 
syndrome  characteristics  as:  first, 
“a  loss  of  contact  with  past 
reality”,  second,  “a  loss  of 
contact  with  present  reality”,  and,

HELSINKI,  Finland  (AP)-The  U.S.  and  the  Soviet  ambassadors  are 
giving  a precedent-shattering  joint  party  today  during  the  one-day 
recess  in  the  strategic  arms  limitation  talks. 

The  reception  being  given  by  Ambassadors  Val  Peterson  and  A.  E. 
Kovalev  is  the  first  in  Helsinki-and  diplomats  believe  the  first 
anywhere-to  be  given  jointly  by  Soviety  and  American  ambassadors. 

*** 

HONG  KONG  (AP)-North  Vietnam’s  official  newspaper  today 
compared  U.S.  pilots  captured  in  Vietnam  to  World  War  II  war 
criminals  tried  at  Nurenberg,  Germany,  and  declared  they  were  not 
entitled  to  the  ptotection  of  the  Geneva  agreement  on  treatment  of 
prisoners  of  war. 

Despite  that,  the  newspaper  Nhan  Dan  said,  American  pilots  shot 
down  and  captured  in  North  Vietnam  “have  been  and  are  being 
humanely  treated  by  the  government  of  the  Democratic  Republic  of 
Vietnam.  This  is  the  North’s  official  name. 

*** 

SAIGON  (AP)— Fifty  B52  stratofortresses  dropped  some  1,500  tons 
of  bombs  during  the  night  on  North  Vietnamese  forces  threatening  the 
Bu  Prang  and  Due  Lap  Special  Forces  camps  along  the  Cambodian 
border. 

The  heaviest  concentration  was  laid  around  Bu  Prang,  where  40  of 
the  bombers  pounded  enemy  positions  on  three  sides  of  the  camp. 
Some  of  the  bombs  hit  only  two  miles  from  the  camp  perimeter. 

*** 

PRAGUE  (AP)— The  top  editor  of  Czechoslovakia’s  most  popular 
children’s  magazine  has  been  fired  for  publishing  a poem  that  officials 
said  spread  anti-Soviet  notions  among  young  readers,  the  Communist 
party  press  reported  today. 

Zdenek  Adla,  the  editor-in-chief  of  Materidouska-Mother’s  Soul— was 
reported  unrepentant. 

*** 

TEL  AVIV  (AP)-Arab  gunners  in  Jordan  opened  fire  on  Israeli 
forces  near  the  traditional  site  of  Christ’s  baptism  Tuesday  night,  killing 
an  Israeli  corporal,  the  army  said. 

The  Israelis  returned  the  fire,  military  spokesmen  said,  but  there  was 
no  report  of  any  casualties  inflicted  on  the  attackers. 

The  exchange  took  place  in  the  Qasr  el  Yahud  sector  along  the 
Jordan  River  north  of  the  Dead  Sea. 

*** 

PARIS  (AP)-A  controversial  Soviet  film-the  first  such  Russian 
production  to  contain  a nude  scene— went  on  show  in  four  Paris 
cinemas  Tuesday  night  despite  the  Kremlin’s  attempts  to  prevent  its 
distribution.  . 

A French  company  bought  the  rights  to  “Andrei  Rublyov,”  directed 
by  Andrei  Tarkovsky,  from  the  Soviet  film  agency  Sovexportfilm.  It 
announced  last  Saturday  that  “the  Soviet  government  has  informed  us 
that  it  will  oppose  by  all  means”  the  presentation  of  the  film,  which 
was  hailed  as  a masterpiece  at  this  year’s  Cannes  film  festival  and 
described  by  some  critics  as  comparable  with  works  of  the  great  Soviet 
prewar  director,  Sergei  Eisenstein. 

NATIONAL 

SPACE  CENTER,  Houston  (AP)-Apollo  12  commander  Charles 
“Pete”  Conrad  Jr.,  a ghostly  figure  in  an  alien  world,  stepped  onto  the 
surface  of  the  moon  Wednesday  and  became  the  third  human  to  leave 
his  imprint  on  the  rugged  lunar  terrain. 

Within  minutes  he  walked  to  the  edge  of  a nearby  crater  and  sighted 
an  unmanned  Surveyor  spacecraft  that  landed  on  the  moon  2 Vi  years 
ago. 

WASHINGTON  (AP)-A  billion-dollar  currency  manipulation  racket 
with  Indian  money  changers  at  the  top  on  GI  deserters  at  the  boom  has 
corrupted  some  South  Vietnamese  officials,  congressional  investigators 
have  been  told. 

The  investigations  committee,  headed  by  Sen.  Abraham  Ribicoff 
(D-Conn.)  also  heard  testimony  Tuesday  that  millions  of  dollars  from 
the  illegal  operation  end  up  in  U.S.  banks. 

*** 

WASHINGTON  (AP)— Several  war  critics  on  the  Senate  Foreign 
Relations  Committee  say  the. Nixon  administration  is  on  a withdrawal 
course  from  Vietnam,  but  the  rate  is  too  slow. 

The  senators,  who  gave  their  views  after  a closed  meeting  Tuesday 
with  Secretary  of  State  William  P.  Rogers,  had  a similar  session 
scheduled  today  with  Defense  Secretary  Melvin  R.  Laird. 

*** 

WASHINGTON  (AP)-A  congressman  has  called  for  dismissal  of  two 
administration  officials,  contending  they  want  the  nation’s  press  to  give 
President  Nixon  “the  objective  coverage  that  Kosygin  can  expect  from 
Pravda.” 

Rep.  James  G.  0‘Hara  (D-Mich.)  said  Tuesday  he  asked  Nixon  to  fire 
Herbert  G.  Klein,  director  of  communications,  and  newly  appointed 
Chairman  Dean  Burch  of  the  Federal  Communications  Commission. 

*** 

WASHINGTON  (AP) -Secretary  of  State  William  P.  Rogers  said 
Tuesday  night  that  the  United  States  is  considering  new  steps  to  try  to 
open  up  relations  with  Communist  China  but  has  no  real  evidence  that 
Peking  is  ready  to  respond. 

Rogers  said,  however,  that  when  he  visited  the  British  Crown  Colony 
of  Hong  Kong  last  summer  “there  were  no  attacks  on  me,  to  speak  of,” 
and  that  experts  on  China  thought  this  was  a good  sign  for  the  future.

Editor, 

I am  not  acquainted  with  the 
circumstances  that  induced 
Michael  S.  Layous  to  write  his 
letter  printed  Nov.  1 1 , but  he  asks 
a question  of  protest  that  I will 
answer.  “After  all,”  he  says, 
“what  is  the  difference  between 
German  occupation  and  Israel’s? 
Both  did  occupy  lands  that  didn’t 
belong  to  them  . . . What  on  earth 
is  so  different  about  Israeli 
occupation!”  The  answer  should 
be  obvious  to  anyone  who  studies 
and  understands  some 
fundamental  history  in  the  Old 
Testament  and  some  basic  Jewish 
history  and  who  believes  the  Bible 
to  be  the  word  of  God. 

Those  who  constitute  the 
nation  of  Israel  today  are 
descendants  of  Judah  and 
Benjamin,  whose  great-grand- 
father, grandfather  and  father 
were  respectively  Abraham,  Isaac 
and  Jacob  (Israel).  The  Lord  made 
a covenant  with  Abraham:  “I  will 
give  unto  thee,  and  to  thy  seed 
after  thee,  the  land  wherein  thou 
art  a stranger,  all  the  land  of 
Canaan  (Palestine),  for  an 
everlasting  possession.”  (Gen. 
17:8.)  Of  Abraham’s  sons,  the 
covenant  would  be  fulfilled 
through  Isaac.  (Gen.  17:19-21.) 
Then,  of  Isaac’s  twin  sons,  it  was 
to  Jacob  that  the  Lord  said,  “The 
land  whereon  thou  liest,  to  thee 
will  I give  it,  and  to  thy  seed.”

Most  of  the  changes  in  the 
earth’s  crust  take  place  slowly,  he 
explained.  But  some  such  as 
earthquakes  and  floods  threaten 
man  by  occurring  rapidly. 

The  earth  scientist  described 
some  of  the  destruction  of  the 
hurricane  Camille  this  summer. 
Camille’s  winds  blew  up  to  190 
mph  and  the  death  toll  was  over 
200.  He  also  showed  slides  of  the 
destruction.  When  the  winds 
subsided,  though,  the  land  and  sea 
looked  much  the  same. 


The  1964  Alaskan  earthquake, 
however,  changed  the  surface  of 
the  earth  for  hundreds  of  square 
miles.  In  some  places  the  sea  floor 
dropped  40  feet  in  a few  minutes. 
The  sea  lanes  around  Anchorage 
were  altered  and  towns  in  the 
most  heavily  populated  part  of 
Alaska  were  destroyed.

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be  interpreted  as  “a  grass  roots 
revolutionary  movement  in  the 
community  of  the  Saints.” 

Next,  Dr.  Poll  discussed  the 
present,  suggesting  that  “there  is  a 
certain  evidence  among  us 
Latter-day  Saints  that  the  Gospel 
which  we  profess  is  handled  in  a 
way  fairly  detached  from  the 
problems  of  the  day.”  He  added 
that  “there  is  an  amazing  lack  of 
curiosity  among  us,  preoccupied 
as  we  are  with  what  we  have 
defined  as  the  business  of 
salvation.” 


Dr.  Poll  urged  that  the  “Gospel 
ought  to  be  more  conspicuously 
and  more  significantly  an 
influencing  and  motivating 
factor”  in  our  lives.  “Instead,”  he 
lamented,  “many  of  us  seem  to  be 
content  with  slogans  or  we  inherit 
opinions  of  authorities  whose 
opinions  happen  to  agree  with 
ours.” 


His  supporting  example  drew 
audience  laughter.  Measuring  a 
History  170  class,  the  professor 


polled  one  section  on  its  opinion 
of  the  statement  “there  is  enough 
good  in  the  United  Nations  to 
justify  its  existence.”  Affirming 
were  61  per  cent.  However,  in  a 
second  section  Dr.  Poll  repeated 
the  statement,  attributing  it  to 
David  O.  McKay.  Support  soared 
to  80  per  cent.  Dr.  Poll  expressed 
his  concern  over  “a  tendency  to 
let  authoritative  opinions  make  up 
our  minds  for  us.” 

A second  in-class  opinion 
amused  the  audience  a few 
moments  later.  In  a dialogue  on 
open  housing  and  Supreme  Court 
decisions,  Dr.  Poll  asked  the  class 
whether  he,  faced  with  an 
up-coming  move  to  Illinois, 
should  sell  his  home  to  a 
hypothetical  Negro  civil  engineer. 
Much  discussion  resulted,  but 
somehow  when  Dr.  Poll  changed 
home  ownership  and  asked  “what 
if  the  home  were  Jesus’?”,  all 
discussion  “fell  apart.” 

“There  was  no  argument  when 
it  was  put  in  these  terms,”  he  said. 
“What  I’m  suggesting  is  that  we 
don’t  put  the  problems  of  the 
world  in  these  terms.”
